T HE moſt Serene King of Great Britain, William the Third, 


Providence, and the unanimous Choice of the Peop 
their late' Prince) being conjundtly, with His moſt Sereve Queen, ſet- 
led upon the Imperial Throne of Exg/aud; applied Himfelt immedi- 
tely, not only to the Eſtabliſhing of a durable and laſting Peace at home, but 
likewiſe to the procuring of the ſame Happineſs to his Allies abroad ; either | 
iy renewipg his firſt Engagements with his former Friends, or by entring into 
&w Treaties with them for the Common Good, * : 
He gave you, Magyifcent Lords, ſufficient proofs of his real Defigns, when 
te inform'd you-of his Eleftion, by his very obliging Letter, and- tull 'of the 
lncereſt- Declarations of hisRoyal Friendſhip to your Lordfhips ; and in your 
reſpectful Return, you expreſs'd ſo much Joy'for His Majeſty's Exaltation to 
the Imperial Crown of . England, and ſo much Eſteem for His Sacred Petfon, 
that He thought fit to ſend an extraordinary Envoy,in order to Treat with You

And fince His Majeſty has been graciouſly pleas'd to Honour me with this 
Qulity, 1 ſhall leave no. Stone unturn'd to render my {elf, in ſome meaſure, 
worthy off ſuch an undeſerv'd Favour : And this day, Moſt Iuſtrious, and moſt 
Mighty Lords. ating, tor the firſt time, as his Extraordinary Envoy, I aſſure 
you by. his expreſs. Orders of his ſingular Eſteem of, and particular AﬀeQ@ion 
tO your Lordſhips 3 and that He defireth nothing more earneſtly than, beſides 
the Continuation of your Friendſhip, a good Underſtanding between By £4 
dable Cantons, whoſe Repreſentatives you are, ani rhe Whole Febverrckt Body 
n general, that He may find-in it ſuch Diſpoſitipns as He could wiſh for, and 
Jour Lordſhips, on your part; will, no doubt endeavour to procure. Your 
"Mate is look'd upon by His Majeſty, as one of the moſt conſiderable of the 
Chriſtian World ; not ſo much upon the account of your advantageous Scitug-

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Valour, of the Wiſdom and Juſtice of your' Government, and your ancient Con 
federacy.

Be 
k that you havegſtilf maintamd,a cloſe Union with . your Allies abroad 
and with your Selves at heme, in the midſt of the greateſt Diviſions amy, 
your Neighbours ; ' and that if you could not. engage your Friends to a-Þy,, 
one With another by your ſcalonable Offices, you did your urmoſt Endeavour, 
to bring Them to. it by your good Example. But my Great Maſter, Magnif. 
cent Lords, eſteems you particularly upon the account of your ſincere Piety 
and true Zeal for the Chriſtian Religion ſhining among you at this day in |, 
primitive;ſumplicity ; W{tlicſe you, have. been united long” ago both to Hin 
and tg his þ doms. in the cloſeſt manner. rhar can-be imagin'd. | 

The Kings of England have from all times had a peculiar regard to gy 
Lordſhips. Henry the Eighth fent hither an Ambaſſadour to join in a Leagyy 
with You; but the Troubles of thoſe Times put a ſtop to its concluſcn 
Edward the Sixth, a Prince of a'ripe Judgment in his greener years, was . 
firohsjof 'yqur Friendſhip : He was imitared in this. by Queen E/izabeth, the 
Ornament of thoſe Times ; and the King whom | ſerve, the Glory of the pre. 
ſent Ape, is exatly conformable to their Sentiments. But his Friendſhip tg 
you being neither unprofitable, nor to - be ſuſpeGed, nor dangerous, it w|l 
contribute not a little to preſerve among you for ever the moſt precious of 
all Treaſures, the Orthodox Religion ; and together with it, your ſweet and 
dear Liberty. | | 

I doubt not, Moſt- Iiluſtrious, and moſt Mighty. Lords, but that you will make 
ſuch Returns to His Majeſty's good Intentions for your Intereſt, as they te. 
.ally deſerve : 'He deſires 'nothing; of. you but what is very juſt; nothing con- 
trary to the true-Condition 'of Treaties ; nothing, in a word, that does not 
become a Prince. concern'd for your Happineſs and Safety. ' Chiuſe then, from 
among; your ſelves, ſome' prudent, wiſe, diſcreet, and well-meaning Men; 
and fure I am, you can pitch upon no other, to whom I may diſcover more 
Particularly the Orders I am Truſted with from my Great Maſter. 

. T entreat you likewiſe, Magnificent Lords, to join your Prayers with mine; 
That. it may pleaſe the Almighty God to proſper, bleſs, and preſerve the Great 
King, whom I have the Honour to ſerve: You will undoubtedly grant mt 
this Requeſt, conſidering the preſent Endeavours of the Enemies of the Peace 
of Chriſtendam to enſlave Exrope. The King likewiſe, my Great Maſter, 
wiſheth heartily, and earneſtly prayeth for the Proſperity of your Govert- 
' ment, and for your Selves in particular. As for my: Self, regarding no [1 
tereſt, but His, more than yours. I pray God to preſerve you in the perpetual 
Poſſeſſion of that Happineſs, which the wicked envy you for, and all good 
Mea defire to ſee daily greater and greater. ' 7,
